It w'as noisy, insistent, and 
frightening in the dep ression years when an ov er- 
p op ulated state found itself loaded down with hu n­ 
dreds of thousands of wanderers. 
With ail of Its 
adv antages of sunshine, recreation facilities, and in­ 
teresting scenic attractions, California still fights 
through the hard way. 
It is up to its cars at this 
tim e in anxiety ov er water, and v v itliout w ater it is 
help less. 


There is another p each of a battle to which 
reference will be m ade in more extended fashion 
later. That is the Tidelands oil struggle. 
On the 
fringes of this city one of the giant American oil 
comp anie.s ha* its second largest refinery op eration, 
W'e rode by it the day before Christm as 
It is a 
m arv el of indu strial dev elop m ent, emp loying an 
arm y of w orkers, and p roducing v irtu ally ev ery 
p roduct the oil indu stry knows. The fight docs not 
concern the oil that u nderlies land, bu t reaches out 
to the v ast p ools off-shore, cov ered by the sea.

most 
sketchy background to suggest why, p erhap s, the 
feeling ov er communism is much m ore intense. The 
contrasts of great w ealth and hand-to-m ou th daily 
existence are here at ev ery tu rn. 
Kings and beg­ 
gars ru b shoulders, and the m ore articu late agitator 
has little trou ble in finding a hand-m ade audience, 
w'htch for the most p art listen* m good hum or, 
sometimes derisiv ely, and alway* cynically. 
They 
deal in big ideas. Somebody is alway* going to get 
rich ov er night, w ithou t too m uch effort, !t m ight 
be added; and w hile occasionally there may be in­ 
div idu al instances of hitting the jackp ot, about the 
only p rodu ct of common distribu tion is big talk.

They sp eak of N ebraska as an isolationist 
region frerjuently. 
If Nebraska is less internation­ 
ally minded than a p ortion of the west coast, a v ery 
su bstantial and a v ery influ ential p ortioi', then 
ev erything which greets tho eye or the ear is mis­ 
leading. 
Editorially the M arshall p lan meets with 
cool disdain in some of the p af>ers. 
It is too co.stly, 
they say. 
Although there has not been a region in 
the Uniled Slates that h aj .seen more hom"S built, 
one of the fav orite com ments up on the M arshall 
p lan is "to take care of the housing situation here 
in Los Angeles before sending money or malenal.s \ 
to Europ e.” 


That ov erall shortage is only a j>arl of It. W hen 
the great central p roject to the north was started, 
the Bureau of Reclamation, then u nder stormy Sec­ 
retary H arold Ickcs, adop ted a regu lation lim iting 
w ater from it to holdings not in excc.s,s of 160 acres. 
It seems to be a reasonable regulation. 
There can 
not be a strong case m ade for w ithdraw ing v ast 
•m ou nts of federal funds from the treasu ry to p ro­ 
v ide Irrigation for the v ast feudal estates that hav e 
come down, generation after generation through the 
old families, whose land holdings in Indiv idual In­ 
stances » re fantastic, and whose benefits at p ublic 
exp ense throu gh w'ater on the land would be in­ 
credible. 


They m ay be ov erdoing that building p rogram . 
There are "for sale” signs on homes now w here 
SIX months ago neither lov e nor money could hav e 
p roduced housing accommods4rions w ithin reach of 
anything bu t a fat p urse. 
They w’ill keep right on 
building them —some of the p rosp ectiv e dev elop ­ 
m ents take away the breath of the av erage guy— 
and they w'ill keep on selling, and thousands of 
them will keep on losing them. 


But Senator Downey it carrying on a tu rbu lent 
battle against the rogulatiun and swears he will 
wip e it off the books if he has to gather up the 
head of ev ery Washington bu reau crat. Su rp rising­ 
ly the great m ajority of C'alifornians are p assiv e, 
Indifferent to the imp lications of this conflict. A 
state that keep s right on welcoming thousands of 
newcomers each month ap p arently finds it imp ossi­ 
ble to untangle its old notions of p rop erty and 
p rop erty rights from p ossible new' reciuiremcnts of 
a definition of w'ater rights forced up on It by a 
nev er-ending influx of p eop le draw n frcmi other 
•tales.

From Bakersfield h« wired that 
K ern county raises m ore cotton p er acre than any 
other p lace in the world . . . it has 143 acres p lant­ 
ed to the crop this season . . , will harv c.st an esti­ 
m ated 225 thousand bales . . . and, in addition to 


Much as p eop le yearn for p eace, the p o'iticians 
will it otherwise. N ebraska’s rcnatonal twins. Hugh 
B u tler and K enneth W herry, in a p ost C hristm as 
broadside, deliv ered the long w aited attack to be 
exp ected from them against the M arshall p lan. B u t­ 
ler exp ressed his doubts that America's* economy 
could lake the financial bu rdens w hich the M arshall 
p lan would im p aei.
